Sefior Romero, the former Minister of 
Mexico to the United States, has made the 
following significant statement: 

It is onerous to Mexico when it is on a

MENACE TO LIFE IN SHADOWS. 


Coroner’s Jury Finding May Result in. 
Effort to Move the Street 
Lights. 


As a result of the finding of the Coroner's 
jury in the case of Ernst W. Orth the City 
Council may be asked to direct that street 
lamps be so located that no shadows will be 
thrown over street crossings. It is charged 
crossings are made dangerous to life because 
of shadows of telegraph poles and other ob- 
jects. Orth, who conducted a drug store at 
1201 West North avenue, was struck by a 
west-bound North dvenue electric car at 
Francisco street on Jan. 16.

At the inquest conducted by Deputy Cor- 
oner Seneff, Motorman Patrick Hennessey 
testified that the shadow of a telegraph pole, 
caused by a gas lamp, lay across the track 
where Orth stood waiting for the car, and so 
obscured the man that he did not see him 
until too late. Lieutenant Albert Nelson of 
the Fire department also testified that the 
shadow was responsible for the accident. 

Before attributing death to these shadows 
the jurors inspected West North avenue for 
several blocks, and noted the positions of 
poles and lights. It was their unanimous

VOTERS ARE ADVISING SENATORS. 

The Republican Sena tors from the States 
of the middle West cannot say now that 
they are in ignorance of the | | prevailing 
sentiment among their constituents as to 
the ship subsidy bill. They have learned 
that a majority of the Republican papers 
in the States in question which Have been 
asked for their views regarding that bill 
have declared themselves opposed to it. 
‘This is the case in Ohio even, Of those 
who pre to favor the bill many do 80 
in a lukewarm manner, which indicates 
that its defeat will not grieve them. 
| The mail of Congressmen is always made 
up in good part of letters from constituents 
who ask for favors and who extal the merits 
of legislation in ‘which they are personally 
interested. From such letters { their re- 
cipients can learn little or nothing as to 
public opinion. But when they receive 
letters advising them as to their. votes con- 
cerning measures in which the writers have 
no direct personal interest, theh it is the 
part of wisdom for the recipients to give 
these letters respectful consideration. They 
mean something. * 

It appears that a ‘nie majotity of the 
Republican Senators are receiving now from 
fifty to three hundred letters a day urging 
them not to vote for the ship subsidy bill. 
Many of these~letters are from farmers 
in Western States, who say that that bill 
is for the exclusive benefit of the Atlan- 
tie coast States, and therefore urge their 
Senators to vote rr 80 sectional 4 
measure. 

It is gratifying to learn that there are 
many American citizens who take so lively 
an interest in public affairs that they feel 
it their duty to write to their Congress- 
men and advise them. It is an old, excel- 
lent custom which should not die out. For 
every man who writes to his Congressman 
there are hun who do not write but 
who think as the writer does. The Sena- 
tors who are getting many letters against 
the ship subsidy bill and few, if any, for 
it have every reason to believe that a 
majority of their constituents are against 
that measure. It is not wise to antagonize 
that majority: It has a long memory often. 


ALBANY BULE FOR NEW YORK CITY 

The bill for a single Commissioner of Po- 
lice in New York City, to be appointed by 
the Mayor, in place of the present bi-par- 
tisan board, and to be removable at any 
time by the Mayor and also by the Governor, 
has passed both branches of the Legislature 
‘and now ajvaits the action of Mayor Van 
Wyck. If “he disapproves it, however, it 
will be passed over his veto and will be 
signed by the Governor. 

Soon after the November eledtion Mr. 
Platt announced that the coming Legis 
lature would create a State constabulary to 
replace the local police administration of 
New York City. Such general opposition, 
however, met this idea thta it was soon 
abandoned in favor of the above plan. The 
latter was recommended by Governor Odell 
in his message and is distinctly a party 
measure. 

Strong opposition not don thie 
‘nority party but also from independent. 
‘quarters has been directed against the pro- 
vision authorizing removal by the Governor, 
and this provision is alleged to be calculated 
to render the department subservient to the 
political aims of the dominant party in the 
State. But the character of the present 
police administration and the Mayor’s re- 
fusal to prefer charges against the board 
have. given peculiar to. the 
feature objected to. 

On the whole, however, the | of 
this power of removal in the hands of the 
Governor can only de regarded as another 
instance of that persistent and immeasura- 
bly pernicious policy of State interference 
to which New York City has for halt a 
century and more been eo disastrously sub- 
ject. That such a policy cuts the nerve of 
local responsibility, exctises local indiffer- 
ence, and discourages local initiative can- 
not be doubted, 

Among the things for which Chicago has 
reason to be thankful is the fatt that no 
such vicious tradition has ever been allowed 
to become imt iutrenched in this f State. 


XX. CRAFTS AS A 

The reformatory zeal of Mr. Augustus 
W. Nohe, Republican Representative in the 
present Legislature from the Second Dis- 
trict of Cook Oounty, was dealt with in 
these columns a few days ago. And now 
comes Mr. Olayton E. Crafts, Demo- 
eratie Representative from the Seventh Dis- 
triet of Cook County, as a candidate for 
like treatment. Mr. Orafts was Speaker 
of the House from 1891 and 1895, and was 
not during that time the unrelenting enemy 
of corporations he appears to be now. 

On Tuesday he introduced a bill to limit 
the profits of all public service corporations 
in the State to 5 per cent on actual invest- 
ment, to enforce specific maximum rates 
therein confidently stated, for water, gas, 
electric light, and power supply, and to 
constitute a State commission ‘of seven 
members, fortified with an appropriation 
of $100,000, for carrying out these purposes. 
Possibly he had it in mind also; to disarm 
any suspicion which might arise concerning 
the sincerity of this anti-corporation meas- 
ure by introducing at the same time another 
measure, equally popular,“ “for the se- 
lection of candidates for office by popular 
vote at primary elections.” | 

Mr. Orafts’ anti-corporation bill Will not 
be accepted by the public as a niasterpiece 
of legislation. No pressure will be brought 
to bear on the General Assembly by the 
people to secure its enactment. e matter 
of initiatinz important legislation respect- 
ing corporations in this city will remain 
primarily with the City Couneil, where, 
under the principle of home rule, as every 
good legislator knows, it especially belongs. 


ARTISTS IN SMALL WAYs. 

The Municipal Art league of Chicago, 
which has underta the arduous task of 
awakening this city to an art congciousness, 
depends for its support, as most great or- 
ganizations do, upon individual egdperation. 
Public opinion is the plastic material which. 
these art lovers are to mold and public 
opinion is made up of a large number of. 
private opinions. Private opinions of beau- 
ty publicly expressed will give: impetus 
2 these modern crusaders, and it, there- 

ore, behooves each individual to express in 
re. form his own theory of the beauti- 
tul. It is not given to all to: know the 
proper proportion for bridges ot the ways 
in which boulevards may be beautified. But 
at least all know the ugliness that may arise 
from disorder and the squalor which grows 
out of slovenliness. Even if 4 man but 
practice such negative virtues as refrain- 
ing from casting waste paper ta the winds 
‘or declining to litter the adjoinipg lot with 
débris he is doing a service, ‘and if he goes 
so far as to rescue the scraps which his less

is a positive’ benefactor. Not that picking 
up paper or putting vacant property in 
order is going to make an artist of one, 
but at least it is a step towards that 
decency and order without which no art 
ean flourish and no city be beautiful.

Mr. Andrew Carnegie is now over 65. 
During the greater part of his working life, 
which began when he was 12 years old, he 
has been actively employed in the acquisi- 
tion of wealth. Ot recent years be has 
taken life easily. He has paid more atten- 
tion to the golf links and left to his asso- 
ciates the labor of looking after all business 
details. It is not surprising that he should 
‘withdraw altogether from business cares 
and responsibilities when an advantageous 
opportunity for doing 60 presents itself. 
There are fat and lear years in the steel 
industry, as in other industries. This is 
one of the fat years, and there are men who 
are able and willing to pay Mr. Carnegie 
about $300,000,000 for his controlling inter- 
est in the company which bears his name.

Mr. Carnegie has been bought out thet 
there may be an enduring. peace in the 
steel industry in the United States.“ If 
peace means higher prices for steel, then 
this peace will be am expensive one for the 
American consumers of that article. They 
prefer active competition.

dent to predict “eternal peace in any in- 


dustry, least of all when those who control 
it seek to make excessive profits. If the 
promoters of “harmony” in the steel In- 
dustry ask too much for their product they 
will find competition ig not a lost art even 
with Mr. Carnegie out of the way.

ing up the position of lord of the steel In- 
dustry to Mr. Mo His fighting days 
are nearing an end, there would have 
been wars had he 500 bold out.
